It may 
set aside the original returns, overthrow 
a prima facie case and when authorized 
by the law and the evidence cast out pre- 
cincts or whole counties, and award the 
certificate to the candidate other than 
the one having a majority upon the face 
of the returns. But these are powers 
which the board can only exercise when 
sitting as a board of contest. 

“But the question as to whether or not 
the powers and jurisdiction of this board 
as at present organized are purely minis- 
terial, or both ministerial and judicial, is 
of no supreme importance in this proceed- 
ing, when we come to consider the pa- 
pers and documents offered as testimony 
and wpon which we are requested to act.
